No matter what the offi- 
cial title, the hat in its' modern repre- 
sentation is suited only to the few, and 
those few must'take heed to wear it 
only on special occasions with the lin- 
gerie frock or the dainty gown of chif- 
fon or summer silk.

COAL PRICES FORCED UP. 


(Pittsburgh Gazette-Times.) 


A shoe-kins <-'t»se of conscienceless 


gouging of the public is»charjunl by 
the Now York grand jury that has 
been delving into Uu> causes of liiRh 
prices of food ami fuel in two in- 
Mictments returned 
Tuesday. 
The 


marketing of some 25.000,000 tons 
annually of West Virginia coal is in- 
volved, and ISO corporations and in- 
dividuals aro accused 
of 
violating 


the Sherman anti-trust law by com- 
bining to suppress competition, fix- 
ing prices and pooling the proceeds 
of operations. One instance is cited 
of an agreement to fix the price of 
Pocuhontas and New River coal, ar- 
bitrarily raisinu the price from $1.25 
to $3 a ton, whereby 
the 
public 


was mulcted to the tune of approx- 
imately $38,0000.000. That is what 
H is alleged the 
persons accused 


squeezed out of consumers, but the 
result of the alleged unlawful oper- 
ation was that others also advanced 
prices to such an extent that "spot"' 
coal was put at $13 a ton. 


The present grand jury report 


deals with only one commodity and 
with only a small portion of a year's 
output of that. 
If there are other 


combinations similar to the one al- 
let-ed it is not hard to explain the 
enormous advances that have been 
made in fuel prices in the last couple 
of years. 
And if 
there 
were no 


other combinations the great rise in 
coal and food prices is made com- 
prehensible by the grand jury dis- 
closures. 
Let one powerful group 


raise prices and. conditions being 
favorable, other operators, not only 
in that particular commodity but in 
all others, will try their hand at it 
and be successful. Once the ascent 
is begun there will be no difficulty 
in keeping up the movement. 
Suc- 


cess in one line makes success in all 
others. 
The public accepts what it 


is told about necessity. 
Until the 


greed of the price fixers causes them 
to overreach they will meet with lit- 
tle opposition. 
The original offen- 


ders may be satisfied with compara- 
tively small increases. 
but 
their 


success prompts others to continue 
the upward movement until the bur- 
den upon the 
public 
becomes too 


great to 
bear. 
That is what hap- 


pened in the last two years. 


The New York indictments do not 


settle anything, but if they are fol- 
lowed up aad investigations in other 
directions are proceeded with pun- 
ishments may be inflicted that will 
discourage similar practices for some 
time to come.

The minister imparted 
the information that he had had n dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg and that ho 
was authorized to negotiate. The sec- 
retary, turning at once from the table, 
said: "Why not tonight? Mr. Minister, 
if you get the Russian legation I'll 
get the state department! Frederick, 
j ou notify Assistant Secretary Hunt. 
Mr. Chew, the clerk, and Senator Sum- 
ner. AVe will meet at the state depart- 
ment at 12 o'clock.'' The minister ob- 
jected that his people were scattered 
at theater parties and other functions, 
but the secretary would not put it off 
Frederick obeyed his father's com- 
mands and had ordered a caterer to 
serve lunch 
Accordingly they all met 


at the appointed time and place. 


Mr. Sumner told the senate. "Final 


instructions were received by the At- 
lantic cable -from St. Petersburg on 
March 29. and at 4 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of March 30 this important treaty 
\\as signed by Mr. Seward on the part 
of the United States and by Mr. de 
Stoeckl on the part of Eussia." 


Such a unique historical transaction 


was deemed worthy of portrayal.en a 
painter's canvas. -The artist was en 
gaged for the work while ail the char- 
acters were yet a'.ive. The scene is in 
the secretary's office. 
He is seated 


witn a chart across his lap, and the 
minister, a man of fine proportions, is 
standing pointing to a large globe.

Senator Sumner and Fred- 
erick "W. Seward are seated near to- 
gether in one corner of the room.

•« as finally left to the discretion of the 
artist. He settled the matter by put- 
bug the president's likeness in a frame" 
hanging ou the wall of the office and 
near that part where Sumner and the 
younger Seward are seated. 


Probably this treaty stands alone in 


the history of diplomacy as an impor- 
tant treaty conceived, initiated, prose- 
cuted and completed without being 
preceded or attended by protocols or 
dispatches. 


IS THE LAST WILL 


OF A SPY LEGAL? 


Execution of a German Agent 


Caught In France Raises In- 


teresting Question.

The execution in France last month 


of Frido von Mejerem on the charge 
of being a German spy has brought 
up an interesting legal question. 
Aft- 


er being condemned to death Von Mey- 
ereni carefully drew up his will, -which 
he handed over to Lieutenant "Wat- 
tinne, representing the French govern- 
ment at his execution. "vTattinne turn- 
ed over the will to the president of the 
Seine tribunal. 


It is a question whether the latter 


will take the next steps necessary to 
having the wishes of Von Meyerem car- 
ried out, since, according to a French 
law passed in 1S54, any will made by 
a person condemned to death, either 
before or after his sentence, is null 
and void, as he is considered incapa- 
*l>le of making any disposition of his 
property. 


If the French authorities should de- 


cido that despite the existence of the 
aforesaid law. the will of Von Mcy- 
ercm is not invalid the question of its 
status in Germany under the German 
law »\iJl still have to be thrashed out

Russia Wa« Nation Which Invented 


This Stat* of Near War Againit Eng- 
land In 1780—Our Stand Wa» Tak»n 
Again»t Frtnch Depredation* on Our 
Comm*rc«. 


Arrued neutrality is described by au 


tliorities ou international Jaw as .inili 
tary measures for defending rights of 
neutrals against threatening infringe- 
ments by a belligerent. It has gener- 
ally concerned more tliaii cue power 
and the most striking historical In- 
stances of armed neutralities were 
those of the northern European powers 
in 1TSO and 1800, made to defend the 
principle of free ships and free goods 
adopted by treaty between the Baltic 
powers and opposed by England. 


The leading English speaking author- 


ity, Oppenheim, says: 


"In 1780, during war of Great Brit- 


ain with her American colonies, France 
and Spain, Russia sent a circular, to 
England, France and Spain, in which 
she proclaimed the following :flve prin- 
ciples: That neutral vessels should be 
allowed to navigate from .port to port 
of belligerents arid along the coast; 
that enemy goods on neutral vessels, 
contraband eicepted. should not be 
seized by belligerents; that a port 
should be considered blockaded only 
if the blockading belligerent-had sta- 
tioned vessels there so as to create=an 
obvious danger for neutral vessels en- 
tering the port 


First Armed Neutrality. 


"In July and August, 1780, Russia 


entered into a treaty, first with Den- 
mark and then with Sweden, for the 
purpose of enforcing those principles 
by equipping a number of men-of-war. 
Thus the 'armed neutrality' made its 
appearance." 


The second armed neutrality was 


also called into existence by Russia in 
1800 and was due to England's refusal 
to concede immunity from visit and 
search to neutral vessels under convoy. 
This led to a compromise in the "mari- 
time conventions" concluded by Rus- 
sia and England in 1S01. 


•The last time the United States was 


in a state of anned^neutrality was dur- 
ing the war between France and Eng- 
land, which ended with the downfall 
of Napoleon. Aftefrmany acts against 
American commerce .bound for Eng- 
land, France on Ja'n." IS, 1798, decreed 
that every vessel'' found at sea loaded 
with .merchandise" produced in England 
or her'possessioris could-'be seized. 


Many American vessels were seized, 


and iu June, 179S, President Adams 
began to obtain from congress broad 
authority to protect American com- 
merce and to.put the United States in 
a better position to make war if it be- 
came necessary. 


In rapid succession laws were made 


to increase the naval armament, to au- 
thorize a provisional army, to arrest 
and expel aliens; to authorize the de- 
fense of merchant ships against French 
war vessels and to enable the president 
to borrow money. 


On July 7, 1798, President Adama ap- 


proved .an act reciting that since trea- 
ties repeatedly had been violated by 
"France, just claims for-reparation re- 
fused and a system of "predatory vio- 
lence" had been pursued by the French 
government the Unitecl States was 
"of • right - freed and exonerated from 
the stipulations of the treaties." 


Thirty years later France agreed to 


pay |G,250,000 to satisfy American 
claims. 


The acts of congress in 1798 were in 


the aggregate somewhat like the bill 
Introduced in the senate recently by 
Senator Fall.

Washington. 
Marefe 8.—Revision 


of the senate's rules whereby filibus- 
ters such as that which resulted in 
the defeat of the aimed 
neutrality 


bill, will be prevented in the future, 
it was generally believed today, soon 
will become an accomplished fact. 


This blief was based on the action 


of yesterday's 
caucuses of Demo- 


cratic and Republican senators 
in 


approving a rule under which debate 
may be limited by a two-thirds vote 
of the senate. A resolution embody- 
ing the proposed rule, prepared by 
Major Leader Martin, was ready to 
be laid before the senate today and 
will be pressed for prompt adoption. 


The chances are that the new rule 


will be adopted by the senate with- 
out a prolonged struggle. 
This is 


indicated by the fact that the rule 
•was 
endorsed 
unanimously by a 


caucus of 40 Democratic 
senators 


•and by 30 to two in a caucus of Re- 
publican senators. 
The two voting 


against endorsement were Senators 
Sherman and France. 


Senators LaFollette and 
Gronna 


failed to attend the Republican cau- 
cus and many Democrats believed 
that when the resolution to "change 
the rules is 
presented, 
they 
will 


seize 
the 
opportunity 
to 
make 


speeches on the 
armed 
neutrality 


bill.
